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Takasi Yamazaki: On Syzigium buxifolium Hook. & Am. and S. cleyerifolium (Yatabe) 
Makino 
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Syzigium cleyerifolium (Yatabe) Makino has 
been treated conspecific with S. buxifolium Hook. 
& Am. by many authors. However, they should 
be treated as different species, and are distin¬ 
guished as follows: 

Syzigium buxifolium : lateral nerves of dried 
leaves distinct; peduncles and pedicels slender 
and long, so inflorescences with more or less 
loosely arranged flowers; flowers white from 
the beginning; style slender ca. 3 mm long; ripe 
fruits 4-5 mm in diameter. 

Distribution: S. Kyushu, the Ryukyus, C. and 
S. China (inch Taiwan) and Vietnam. 

Syzigium cleyerifolium: lateral nerves of dried 
leaves indistinct; peduncles and pedicels stout 
and short, so inflorescences with more or less 
compactly arranged flowers; flowers pale pink at 
first, later white; style stout ca. 1 mm long; ripe 
fruits 6-7 mm in diameter. 

Distribution: Bonin Islands.
